“Tt might be well at this time ‘o | 
discuss this unjust and unfair 
law,” the Mayor said. “The cost of 
our police department is borne by 
the taxpayers of St. Louis without 
any aid from the State. On March 
21 each year the Police Board pre- | 
sents to the Board of Aldermen an | 
estimate of the expense for the en- | 
suing year. Under the State law | 
the Board of Aldermen, after ap- 
propriating the necessary amount 
fo pay interest on the indebtedness | 
of St. Louis and the necessary | 
amount to provide a sinking fund 
for indebtedness, the amount 
necessary for the city hospital and . 
health department and. the amount 
necessary for city lighting, is then 
required to appropriate the amount 
requested by the Police Board, 
without deduction. 
Provisions of the Law. | 
“If the Board of Aldermen or, 
‘any other member of the municipal 
Government refuses or in anv wise 
hinders the appropriation of the |
